EGYPT. 

Measures taken with regard to the pilgrimage. 
(From the Bulletin Quarantenaire, Alexandria, May 14.) 

At its session of May 5, the sanitary, maritime, and quarantine 
council of Egypt decided to declare the pilgrimage terminated as soon 
as the pilgrims embarked in Syria on the Mariout shall have arrived 
at Tor and to suppress, in consequence, all measures established with 
a view to the return of the pilgrimage. 

Note. — The Mariout having arrived at Tor May 7, the measures 
referred to were discontinued on the same day. 

Medical visit and the disinfection of soiled linen of passengers of 
the third class coming from Syria and Constantinople continue in 
force. 

Delayed Egyptian pilgrims, who may eventually arrive by way 
of the sea at Port Said or Alexandria, shall undergo quarantine 
with disinfection at the lazarettoes at those ports. 

It is still understood that foreign pilgrims shall not be permitted to 
enter Egypt. 

. All measures remain in force at the camp at Suakim, in view of the 
large number of Soudanese pilgrims who have not returned.
